paring the attittliie of the dominanf 
parties on the tariff quest/ion, Wil- 
liam .T. Bryan, the democratic can- 
didate for the presidency, at the 
baseball park in this city tonight 
before a vast audience rired the first 
gun in the campaign, lie attacked 
the r&pu blican proxies of a tarift 
revision and asked if tire democratic 
party was not jxistifled when it in- 
cluded in its platform the declara- 
tion that "the people can not safely 
intrust the execution of this import- 
ant work with a party which is obli- 
gated to the nighly-j>rotecte^ inter- 
ests as the republican party." 


"The whole aim of our party," he 


said, in summarizing, "is to secure 
justice in taxation. We believe that 
each individual should contribute to 
the support of the government in' 
proportion to the benefits which hej 
receives under the protection, of the 
government. 


"We believe that a protective tariff, 


approached gradually, accord-ing to; 
tire plan laid down in our platform, 
will equalize the- 'burdens of taxation: 
and that the addition or an income 
tax 
w-ifl 
mafce taxation still more 


equitable." 


"How wfll Mr. Taft explain to tlie 


average man the benefits of protec- 
tion? He can easily convince a trust 
that It profits by the tariff, but what 
aliout fcbo victim of the trust? 


Xo republican loader will now deny 


that reductions ought to he made, 
but who is to make the reductions? 
The only answer given by the re- 
publicans is that, the tariff ought to 
be reformed !>y its friends; that is, 
that those who made The last tariff 
law should lie intrusted with the 
making of a new tariff law. But sup- 
pose the people adopt the republi- 
can idea and intrnst the making of 
t&e tariff 
law to republican coti- 


pressmen; what will be tlie method 
of procedure? Fortunately for the 
voter, Mr. Miles explains this also.

that mean? Mr. Miles says tin t con- 
gress "trusts the Ways and Means 
Committee."

Mr. Miles says that "this 
committee trusts such persons as Mr. 
Dalzell." and that "they—they trust 
the trusts." 


The method of procedure is sim- 


ple. It is a case of confidence. The 
voters have confidence in republican 
leaders; the leaders have confidence> 
ia a republican congress; the Ways 
and Means Committee; the Ways and 
Means Committee has confidence in 
the men who represent the trusts, 
and the trusts write the tariff law 
and thus secure to themselves the 
right to fevy tribute upon the public. 
So accustomed have republican lead- 
ers become to allowing the protected 
interests to write the tariff schedules 
that so eminent and honorable a man 
a& Senator Hoar of Massachusetts 
said, in discussing the McKinley bill, 
then before the senate: 


"Instead oT coming before your 


subcommittee for a (formal hearing 
on. our Massachusetts industries, T 
thought the best way was to care- 
fully prepare a. table of all the vari- 
ous industries, perfiaps some sixty 
or seventy in all, and ask Brother 
Aldrich to go over them with me and 
ascertain what the people wanted in 
each case, and if there were any 
cases whp"p the committee had not 
already doin- exactly what the peti- 
tioners d< sired or had not inflexibly 
passed upon the question, I could 
have a hearing before you, but I 
find in exory instance the action of 
t»e couuutltee. as Mr. Aldrich thinks 
it likely to lie, is entirely satisfactory 
to the Interests T represent, with 
tlie exception of one or two, arid th.fi 
papers In regard to those cases T 
have handed to Mr. Aldrich."
